Continued Examination Under 37 CFR 1.114 

1 . A request for continued examination under 37 CFR 1.114, including the fee set 
forth in 37 CFR 1 .17(e), was filed in this application after final rejection. Since this 
application is eligible for continued examination under 37 CFR 1.114, and the fee set 
forth in 37 CFR 1 .17(e) has been timely paid, the finality of the previous Office action 
has been withdrawn pursuant to 37 CFR 1.114. Applicant's submission filed on 8/29/08 
has been entered. 



REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

The applicants amended the claims. The amendment overcame the rejections 
under 35 USC 102 made in the previous Office action. 

After reconsideration of the amended claims and the applicants' arguments the 
rejection made under 35 USC 1 12(2) has been withdrawn. 

Okuda et al is considered to be the closest prior art. This document teaches 
supplies of the liquids, dual fluid nozzles and a controller, which controls the functioning 
of the apparatus. The document teaches the use of the recited chemicals. However, 
Okuda et al fail to teach or fairly suggest conducting application of Dl water droplets 
from a dual fluid nozzle simultaneous with application of an oxidation liquid from a 
separate nozzle. It is noted that the apparatus claims are now recite a controller 
programmed to control the recited parts of the apparatus to perform the recited

functioning and that all (method and apparatus) claims require a period of time during 
which the steps of physical cleaning and supplying are performed. 

The examiners position that it would not been obvious to an ordinary artisan at 
the time the invention was made to simultaneously supply a processing liquid and 
droplets of water from the dual nozzle of Okuda et al because such would alter the 
properties of the treatment liquid. It is also noted that Okuda et al teaches the use of 
water to rinse substrates (remove treatment liquids from the surface). The document 
teaches sequential application of the treatment liquids and water. Simultaneous 
application would not only alter the needed properties of the treatment liquids, but also 
increase the amount of wasted ultra-pure chemicals and water, which are relatively 
expensive in semiconductor industry. Thereby, the examiner's position that it would 
have not been obvious to an ordinary artisan at the time the invention was made to 
provide the claimed "simultaneous" processing in Okuda et al. 

The additional search conducted by the examiner has not indicated more 
relevant documents.
